1't  is. a  trite  and  common^  but  well-grounded  obfervation^  that;; 

whatever  is  grown  into  a  habit^  becomes  as  it  were  natnral  to 
us,  and  a  part  oF  our  very  being.  By  this  means,  we  are  apt  t# 
mifs  or  feel  the  want  of  thofe  things  we  igre  ufed  to,  when  they 
are  taken  from  us  :  But  whilft  we  pofleis  them,  be  they  ever  fb 
precious  and  valuable,  we  are  ftibjeifb  to  under-rate  them,  and 
to  look  upon  them  as  things  of  courfe  :  thus  the  invention  of  letters^ 
or  art  of  writing,  by  being  lb  common  amongft  us,  is  lb  little  taken 
notice  of,  that  not  only  the  inventor  is  forgotten,  but  even  the  na¬ 
tion  or  people  among  which  it  was  firll  found  out,  is  fcarce  known 
or  Ibught  after.  And  yet,  what  more  wonderful  than  that  four 
and  twenty  charaiflers,  that  bear  no  affinity,  and  have  no  relem- 
blance  to  the 'founds  they  reprelent,  Ihould,  by  being  different¬ 
ly  placed,  ferve  to  convey  all  our  ideas!  It  is  the  familiarity  con- 
tra(!led  from  our  infancy  with  thefe  chara^ers,  that  has  dfmiiiilh- 
ed,  or  rather  taken  quite  away,  that  furprize  they  would  otber- 
wifc  have  created  in  our  minds.  But  they  have  had  a  quite  diffe¬ 
rent  effect  upon  thole  nations  among  whom  they  have  been  long 
known.  The  Meucans,  who,  before  the  conqneft  of  their  coun¬ 
try  by  Cortez,  were  utterly  uuacquaioted  with  them,  on  their 
ol^erving  the  Spaniards  fend  their  thoughts  to  ope  another  on  m 
flip  of  paper,  were  lb  amazed,  that  they  qpncluded  them  to  be 
celellial  or  infernal  deitie|,or.  In  plain  gods  or  d'evili^:  end 

we  remember  to  have  read  fomewbQO,  that  an  Indian  flave,  be* 
ing  lent  crofs  the  country  by  an  Ibrufotn  with  a  letter  aiid  a 
prefent  to  a  friend  of  a  baflcet  of  fmhjr  wns  lb  tempted  by  ^

brauty  of  it,  that  he  could  not  help  making  free  with  it.  The 
friend,  receiving  the  letter  w'ithout  the  fruit,  foon  goefled  ho^ 
thing's  went,  and  did  not  fail  in  his  aufwer  to  acquaint  the  Fn- 
di  nfs  m.iilcr  with  the  petty  larceny ;  who  immediately  ordered 
his  Have  a  found  drubbing.  Upon  this  the  poor  fellow  imagined 
that  the  letter  was  fome  intelligent  mifehief-making  tell-tale  be¬ 
ing.  placed  as  a  fpy  over  him  by  his  watchful  mailer;  and  he- 
fully  refolved  to  he  more  upon  his  guard  on  the  like  occafion.  It 
was  not  long  before  the  Indian  was  again  clifpatched  ;  another 
halket,  another  paper  fpy.  The  way  was  long  and  tedious;  the 
fruit  Hill  more  alluring  than  the  former  time.  The  Have,  think¬ 
ing  he  could  choiife  his  troublefome  companion  the  letter,  hid  it 
under  a  large  Hone,  whilft  he  fatisfied  his  appetite  :  and,  having 
fecurcly  eat  his  fill,  took  it  up  again,  and  continued  his  journey, 
lint,  what  was  his  aHonifliment,  when,  upon  his  return  home,  a- 
noiher  feverc  haHinado  convinced  him,  in  the  moH  feeling  maiinCE,' 
that  iiotwithHandiiig  his  prudent  caution  all  was  difeovered? 
abalhed  !  amaz,edl  he  perfuaded  hinifelf  that  he  was  fallen*  into 
the  hinds  of  wiz.Zards,  and;  that  both  mafber  and  correfpondeni 
dealt  wiili  the  devil.  For  pray,  was  it  poHible  words  could  be 
cxprelfed  by  cltarai^lcrs,  or  thoughts  conveyed  in  a  bundle  ?  That 
was  above  his  conception. 

However  ludicrous  or  trilling  this  little  Hory  may  appear '  tO 
fome  people,  it  certainly  ferves  to  prove  what  was  intencled,  .  the 
.fiirprifiogneis  of  the  art  of  writing.  As  for  its  ufe  and  excelleii» 
c  Vj'  tiiey  are  too  well  known  to  be  much  infiHed  on.  By  writing 
,f^ir  i^leas,  which  otherwife  would  either  die  and  perifli  with  us,  or 
weakened  and  altered  by  tradition,  are  handed  down  from. age 
to  age  ;  fiirvivc  the  inpH  lalling  monuments,  and  are  proferved^to 
.ihegreatcH  length  of  time.  By  writing,  trade  and  commerce  is 
exiendevl,  and  a  cortelpoiident e  kept  up  with  the  moH:  diHant 
couuiiics;  we  couverfe  with  the  greatcH  men  of  all  nations  and 
ages',  calling  them,  in  a  nianiUT,  out  of  their  graves  to  inform 
and  advife  us.  By  writing,  a  man,  as  he  (its  by  his  lire-(ide,  can 
he  in  company,  and  hold  a  difeourfe  with  his  friends  and  acquaiu- 
lauce  in  the  four  parts  of  the  world  ;  and  a  prince,  without  Hep- 
ping  out  of  his  clofct,  can  animate  and  give  warmth  to  a  coniman» 
dcr  that  freezes  under  the  pole;  and,  in  the  fame  day,  cheer  ano* 
then,  that  is  fainting  uuder  the  fcorching  heat  of  the  line.  He 
dilineaies  his  thoughts,  .and  in  an  inflant;  without  giving  himfelf 
.any  farther  trouble,  it  crolfcs  over  fea  and  land,  goes  unknown 
ihrough  a  thoufand  hands,  and  ilcdivers  his  orders,  and  utters  hu 
iiueniions  to  ihofe  lh.at  arc  thoufands  of  mile.s  diHanr.  "Ri/ 
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Plato,  and  after  him  Tnlly,  afcribe  it  to  the  fupreixie  behi^ 
judging  it  above  the  reach  of  human  capacity;  lo  adonUhing^jc 
feeined  to  them,  that  by  the  help  of  a  few  cbara<ders  the  ^b^n(i 
of  words  Oioiild  be  reduced  to  (hape,  and  the  cognizance  of  the 
ear  become  fubjcift  to  the  eyei  We  Ihould  needs  acquiefce  and  ar 
gree  to  what  is  faid  by  thele  great  men,  did  they  mean  no  more 
ihan  that  God  is  the  firft  caufe  of  this,  or  whatever  elfc  is  great 
and  good,  or  beneficial  to  mankind.  But  if  we  may  have  leave 
to  judge  from  experience,  we  Qiall  find  that,  for  the  invention  of 
mod  things  nfefu),  fome  fecond  caufe  has  been  conAantly  fet.  to 
work  by  the  fupreme  agent.  Indudry,  pprapted  by  neceflity, 
may  be  looked  upon  as  the  mother  of  arts :  love  of  fame,  or  foiue 
other  padion,  might  come  in  afterwards^  and  lay  claim  to  fome 
fhare  in  the  undertaking.  And  it  is  humbly  prefumed  to  be  but 
of  difpute,  that  man,  without  any  immediate  infpiraiion,  is  the 
author  of  writing;  but  what  man,  is  the  quedion^  We  are  told 
by  fome,  indeed,  though  with  w  hat  foundation  is  not  known,  that 
it  was  brought  into  Ailyria  by  Rhadamanthus,  by  Membn  into 
Egypt,  by  Hercules  into  Phrygia,  and  by  Carmento  into  Italy; 
and  no  doubt,  were  an  Irifh  or  Welfhman  to  aflid  at  the  debate, 
St  Patrick  and  St  Taffy  would  bear  a  coniiderable  part  ip  the 
conlroverfy.  ,  . 

The  Jewifli  Rabbis  tell  us  very  gravely,  among  the  reft  of 
their  learned  reveries,  that  the  cloud,  as  they  call  it,  of* letters, 
together  with  the  rainbow  and  Aaron’s  dad*,  were  created  on  the 
evening  of  the  Sabbath.  And  one  of  thefc  worthies  has^cen  lo 
good  as  to  inform  the  world,  that, Adam  was  the  firft  Rabbit  as 
well  as  the  fird  man;  and  that  he  wrote  a  very  clever  bgolc^  be^ 
ing  the  hidory  of  the  creation;  a  work  the  mod  valuable  of  all 
fur  its  antiquity,  that  would  have  produced  numbers  of  laboured 
cornnicntarics,  the  lofs  of  which  can  never  be  fufficiently  la¬ 
mented  ! 

Blit  to  be  ferious.  The  only  tolerable  reafbn  mentioned  in  fa¬ 
vour  of  Adam,  or  indeed  of  any  of  the  Antidiluvians,  is  this;  that  it 
is  not  likely  that  men  abounding  in  leifure,  apd  blefled  with  an 
extraordinary  long  life,  fhould  not  hit  upon  proper  means  to  de¬ 
liver  down  their  inventions  and  indrutdions  to  poderity.  But  to 
one  that  conliders  thefe  things  rightly,  it  will,  meibinks,  rather 
appear,  that  their  leifure  mud  have  been  chiefly  employcdln 
things  abfoluuly  necedary,  fuch  as  building,  tilling,  gardening, 
and  the  like.  And  their  long,  life,  togeftber  >yuh  their ^  making 
ufe  of  the  fame  language,  and  forming  but,  one  or  feyeral great  fa¬ 
milies  that  kept  pretty  much  together,  made  the  want  of  charac¬ 
ters  to  communicate  their  thoughts  fcacce  perceivable ;  efpecially 
fince  oral  tradition  was  fo  eafy  to  be  pireferved  amongd  tbein, 
through  fo  fmall  a  number  of  generatiems.  For,  during  the  fpace 
1651  years,  there  was  bf^t  nine  generatpns;  andNoaih,  the  young- 
ed  of  the  patriarchs  before  the  Hood,  m}ght  have  feen  and  con- 

verd^ 
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Vcrfed  with  Enos,  Adam’s  grandfon.  So  that  we  mud  go  lo\^er 
for  our  intended  difeovery.  There  are  authors  that  will  bare  it, 
that  Abraham,  others  that  Mofes,  or  one  of  the  Hebrews,  is  the 
inventor  of  this  excellent  art;  but  as  there  is  not  the  lead  iliadow 
for  fuch  a  conjecture  in  holy  writ,  we  mud  beg  leave  not  to  be  of 
their  opinion. 

The  Afl^TLins,  or  Babylonians^  next  lay  claim  to  that  honour.  & 
It  is  alledged^^  they  were  acquainted  with  adronoiny  long  before 
any  other  nation  ;  a  fcience  they  could  not  well  pra^ftKe  without 
the  knowledge  of  letters;  and  it  is  farther  Urged,  lhat  the  adrouo^ 
mical  ohfervations,  preferved  by  the  Chaldeans  at  Babylon,  and 
fent  to  Ariftolbe  by  Calliflhenes,  who  accompanied  Alexander  the 
great  in  his  coUqiied  of  Affyria,  began  fo  high  as  1903  years  be¬ 
fore  that  expedition,  that  is,  in  the  year  of  the  world  1770,  or 
1  14  years  after  the  Hood.  But  for  this  we  have  only  the  authority 
of  Simplicius,  which,  in  fo  doubtful  cafe,  cannot  fo  well  be  dc* 
pended  upon.  Belides,  among  fo  learUecl  a  l)ody  as  the  Chaldees 
figures  and  numbers  alone,  joined  with  their  indrilClions  by  word 
of  moiilli,  .were  fufficient  to  preferve  their  ohfervations.  ^ Alb 
thofc  who  have  any  notion  of  thofe  fcicncCs  that  are  nearly  re- 
lated  to  the  mathematics,  very  Well  know,  that  they  require  left 
writing  than  any  other;  and  it  has  been  credibly  alTcrted,  that 
an  Engliniman,  well  verfed  in  thofe  dudies,  vvithout  underdauding 
one  word  of  French,  made  him fclf  mafter  of  L’Hopital’s  Conic 
Sections,  by  the  help  of  the  fchemes,  before  ever'  that  book  was 
tranflated. 

It  may  be  furtlier  added,  that  upon  a  dHcl  fearch  it  will  be 
found,  that  the  Aflyrialis,  in  general,  were  little  given  to  fpecula* 
tion.  They  were  rather  of  a  turbulent  nature,  and  military  ge¬ 
nius,  bent  Upolt  f|>oils  and  conquell,  and  mod  commonly  involved 
in  civil  commotions,  war,  and  blood-fhed.  Their  kings,  the  fonded 
of  any  of  abfolute  fway,  and  feldom  confulting  the  good  of  their 
fubje<ds,  followed  the  example  of  their  fird  predcceflbr  and  founder 
of  their  empire.  Nimrod,  or  Ninas,  made  their  glory  confid  ra- 
thcr  in  extending  their  limits,  and  making  a  haVock  of  their  fel-. 
low  creaiures,than  in  governing ’wdh  judice,  or  being  the  patrons 
of  leaniing.  Thofe  among  them,  that  had  underdanding  and 
courage,  employed  both  in  a  bad  caufe.  The  red  funk  in  doth*, 
and  luxury, like  aTurkiOi  fultan  in  his  feraglio,fpcnt  their  lives  in 
cafe  and  plcafure;  and  if  they  encouraged  their  adronomers  or 
magi  in  the  dudy  of  the  heavens,  this  proceeded,  cither  from  a- 
fuperdiiious  belief,  that  they  could  read  in  the  dars  the  good  or 
bad  fiiccefs  of  their  undertakings,  or  from  the  political  ufe  they 
fomettmes  made  of  their  predictions.  Now,  unlefs  the  advocates 
for  the  Aifyrians  have  fbmethihg  dronger  to  advance  on  their  fide, 
they  may  throw  op  their  brief,  aad  difmifs  their  clients.

Dear  SIR, 

days  ago  I  arrived  at  Turin.  The  Piedmontefe  fJscin 

JL  '  to  me  a  people  of  whom  I  have  had  hitherto  no  juft  idea. 
Their  character  is  a  mixture  of  the  French  and  Italian  humour  t 
they  are  petites  nfaitres,  Haves  to  fafhions,  great  coraplimentert  like 
the  French  ;  arc  phlegmatic,  vindidlive,  prieft.ridden,  like  Xhe  !• 
taliaiis  ;  and  have,  of  theinfelves,  as  much  vanity  as  both'  toge« 
ihcr. 

Turin  is  a  very  fine  town,  full  of  buildings,  of  a  good  tafte,  and 
a  noble  architetiiiure.  The  people  who  frequent  the  court  incline 
to  the  French  manners,  and  the  citizetdi  fcnlow  the  Italian  ;  but, 
as  1  have  already  told  you,  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  referable 
entirely  cither  of  thefc  two  nations. 

The  principal  alfemblies,  the  amorous  rcndczvoules,  are  gene* 
rally  in  churches;  There  arc  few  days  that  arc  not  dedicated  to 
the  fbleranization  of  fbme  faint.  Thejr  run  from  all  parts  to  the 
temple  appropriated  for  that  ufe,  where  there  is  generally  an  ex* 
cellent  concert,  and  there  they  pafs  a  good  part  of  the  day.  The 
petites  maitres,  the' ladies,  the  young  divines  belonging  to  the 
court,  go  regularly  to  aftift  at'  thcfe  mkmnities,  whi^  referable 
nothing  fb  much  as  thofe  of  ancient  Greece.  When  thefe  aflem* 
blies  break  up,  after  what  they  call  the  faiute,-  they  take  a  walk 
in  the  public  places,  of  which  the  klfplanade,  (ituated  between  the 
town  and  the  citadel,  is  raoft  vifited  duriug  the  furamer  heats; 
There  the-  noble  Piedmontefe,  with  his  head  lifted  up  like  an 
oftrich,  his  hand  ftuck  in  his  girdle,  putting  on  a  proud,  haughty 
look,  difplays  his  figure,  half  French,  half  Italian  (  otherwife  he 
rarely  goes  abroad,  except  to  a  coftee-houfe,  where  he  drinks  4 
dram  in  frefco,  which  commonly  ferves  him  for  Tapper.  ♦  ■ 

The  Itaiia.is  are  generally  ignorant,  but  the  Piedmontefe  more 
fo  ;  I  don’t  believe  they  have  ever  liad  an  author  whofe  reputa¬ 
tion  extended  ten  leagues  from  home.  The  leaft  known  of  the 
Italian  writers  were  not  of  this  nation.  I  was  making  this  re¬ 
proach  to  a  Piedmontefe,  aiid  he  ahfwered  me  gravely,  that  I 
was  miftaken,  fince  Plautus  and  Terence  were  of  hb  country.  I. 
aiked  him,  how  long  ago  it  was  fince  this  difeove^  had  been 
made  ?  he  anfwered,  that  he  knew  nothing  oTic  himfelf,  but  that 
he  had  heard  this  fa^  afletted  by  a  very  able  perfon,  who  com¬ 
monly  pafted  the  day  in  a  coftee-boufe  where  all  the  learne<| 
men  of  Turin  ufually  met.  This  coifee-houfe  is  the  rendezvous 
of  the  beaux  efprits  of  this  country.  You  would  be  aftontf&d,  if 
you  were  to  tranfport  yourfelf,  on  a  fudden,  from  the  academy  of 
fciences  into  this  literary  mifh-mafli.  I  had  the  mortification  ye« 
fterday  of  hearing,  in  one  half  hour  I  ftaid  in  the  company,  mme 

impertinence 
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impertinence  and  abfurcilty,  than  had  ever  been  wrote  by  half  the 
Spauilh  theologians.*  .  ' 

'To  two  things  may  be  imputed  the  caufes  of  ignorance  in  the 
Piedinoniete  ;  their  character,  which  is  vain  and  idle,  and  the 
fubjection  which  the  inquifnioii  brings  them  under.'  As  foon  as 
they  undcrdai^d  the  Latin  of  the  bible,  or  that  of  the  miflTel,  they 
look  upon  ibemfelvcs  as  fcholars  ol  the  firft  clafs  ;  they  congratu* 
late  themfelves  on  the  elfev5ts  of  their  imagination,  and  wonder 
how  their  mind  could  raile  iilelf  to  (uch  a  point  ol  perfection.  It 
would  be  dangerous  for  them  to  penetrate  further  ;  for  the  lead 
light  that  Ihould  dillipate  this  darknefs,  would  draw  upon  them 
the  indignation  of  the  inquifilion.  Ignorance,  with  the  monks,  is 
the  very  halis  of  their  tranquillity. 

Tlie  Pie«linontefe  have  not  vivacity  enough  to  diftinguifh  the 
works  of  the  belles  lcttre%.  There  is  more  dilFerence  betvvcen  a 
Florentine  and  a  Piedmontefe,  for  f|3rightlinefs  of  imagination, 
than  between  a  Frenchman  and  a  JNlufcoviie.  One  may  fee  two 
neighlHMiring'  people.,  who  fpeak  the  fame  language,  and  have  the 
fame  manners  and  culloms,  have  yet  a  genius  diflferently  extenfive# 
The  liangiiedocians  and  Provencals  are  remarkable  for  vivacity 
and  livelinefs  of  imagination  ;  w  hereas,  nothing  is  (b  dull  and  ftu* 
pid  as  the  Auvergnes  and  the  Savoyards.  The  Flemings  are 
the  people  moll  iiiHamed  with  fupertlition,  Italy  and  Spain  con¬ 
taining  fewer  puerilities  than  the  llngle  church  of  Ghent ;  the 
Flute h,  their  neighbours,  have  exiled  from  their  provinces  bigotry 
and  monacal  worlhip.  It  may  he  faid,  that  every  Hollander,  let 
his  religion  he  what  it  will,  is  a  philofopher,  that  has  refined  and 
reduced  it  to  rules  of  good  fenfe.  A  Naz,areeii  papilt  at  Amftcr- 
dam  is  a  man  inucli  more  reafmable  than  at  Home;  a  FInguenot  li 
there  lefs  a  fanatic  than  in  the  (-evennes  ;  and  a  (^aker  not  fo 
ridiculoiis  as  at  London. 

F^iom  whatever  proceeds  the  dilfercnce  l>etwcen  the  genius  of 
the  Dutch  and  I’he  F'leniings,  and  the  Provencals  and  the  Sa¬ 
voyard^,  it  is  fnrpri//mg,  as  to  tlie  two  lall,  in  relation  to  the  great 
men  ihefe  countries  have  produced.  'I'he  Savoyards  have  ac’quii 
red  no  name  in  the  republic  of  letters,  or  in  the  inventions  of  arts, 
except  yon  alloA*^  the  feiences  of  chiinney-fweeping  and  rarec^ 
lliows,  which  they  carry  over  all  foreign  countries,  to  pafs  for  an 
effort  ol  imagliiatioti.  'l‘he  Provencals  have  produced  lucceffivcly 
a  crowd  ol  great  men  ;  the  moll  famous,  even  of  •  the  lalf  agc^ 
were  born  in  Provence  ;  viz.  Galfcndi,  an  exccHenf  philofopher; 
Moreri,  an  author  equally  ]irorual)lc  and  ainuling  ;  Alalillon^  an  o- 
raior  ot  the  liill  claU  ;  F uher  Thomallin,  an  hilloridii  to  whom 
the  greau  ll  pr«aife  is  due  ;  Peirefe,  the  celebrated  antiquary ; 
Tournrfoir,  the  ablell  of  hounills.  The  Trabadonrs  (or  firil  Gal- 
lie  poets),  lloiy. tellers,  lingers,  jngglcrs  and  players,  ailemlded 
themklves  at  the  criirt  of  the  eails  of  Provence.  It  was  there 
they  cxcrciled  the  witty  games  of  wiiicli  they  were  inventors^ 

,  .  called  ' 
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called  Sciventcs,  Tenfons,  and  the  Court  of  Love.  The  other 
Gauls,  jealous  of  the  advantages  of  the  Provencals,  would  fain 
liavc  part  in  them  ;  fo  they  learned  from  the  Trabadours  to  make 
vei  fes  and  fongs  ;  and  'J  liibaud,  count  of  Cbampaigne,  who  drew 
them  to  his  court,  iignalized  hirofelf  in'tbis  kind  of  poefy.  The 
Tral  adours,  jugglers,  and  fingers,  were  fo  efieeintd  in  France, 
that  they  were  alfiiled  with  all  the  neceflary  means  of  travelling 
from  one  place  to  another,  and  had  all  pofiible  encouragement 
given  iheui  to  fix  their  abode  in  the  country.  LouisIIX.  made 
an  ordinance,  that  the  jugglers  fiiould  be  free  of  all  tolls,  cuftonis, 
only  for  reciting  a  couplet  of  a  long  to  the  toll-gatheixf  ;  and 
players  were  to  enjoy  the  like  franchifes  by  (hetving  a  few  monkey 
tricks;  from  whence  came  the  French  proverb,  Paieren  Gamhide, 
et  en  Monmle  de  Singe. 

There  is  feen,  in  this  town,  a  great  number  of  poor,  who,  by 
had  liarvefis,  and  other  misfortunes,  are  reduced  to  extreme  ne« 
ce  dity.  The  townfmen  doAvhat  they  can  to  allid  them,  and  the 
ir,()..ks  break  through  their  ufual  avarice  to  keep  them  alive  ;  they 
gl*e  them  bread  and  foup  on  certain  days  of  the  week,  at  the 
^aics  of  their  convents.  The  religious  communities  of  the  Nuna- 
leens  have  this  cufiom  at  Rome;  and  there  are  few  monafieriee 
where  they  do  not  difiribute^  each  day,  a  Tmall  portion  of  the 
great  wealth  they  araafs  together.  '  1  fliall  relate  to  you  a  ftory  of 
a  Spaniard,  which  well  enough,  expofes  the  ridiculous  vanity  of 
that  nation.  There  are  a  crowd  of  Anagoniau,  Andalufian,  and 
C.aiililan  (Indents,  who  come  to  Rome,  to  obtain  of  the  Pope  (bme 
benehce  in  their  church,  and  beg^  their  bread  all  the  way  from. 
Madrid  to  Italy.  By  the  help  of  a  large  collar  of  oihcloth,  gar- 
niiJied  with  (hells,  and  a  long  (lafif,  they  find  charity  where-ever 
they  conte  ;  for  the  Nazareens  have  as  much  regard  for  the  pit- 
grinisof  St  James  and  Loretto,  as  the  Mahometans  have  for  thoie 
of  Medina  and  Mecca.  When  thefe  Spaniards  come  to  Rome^ 
they  have  no  other  way  of  living  than  what  they  meet  withal  at 
the  gates  of  thefe  convents.  That  done,  they  walk  gravely  the 
red  of  the  day  in  the  Spanifli  ll|uarc/  confidering  themfelves  not 
one  jot  lefs  than  the  firft  princes  of  Rome.  A  Caflilian  newly  ar¬ 
rived,  who  knew  not  the  hour  when  the  foup  was  given  out,  ad- 
drelTed  himfelf  to  a  poor  French  ecclefiaftic,  who  lived,  on  the 
conventual  alms.  His  Spanidi  vanity  would  not  fufier  him  to  en¬ 
quire  fimply  for  the  houfe  where  the  foup  was  diflribuied  ;  fuch  a 
manner  of  fpeaking  feemed  to  him  ignoble,  and  inconfiflent  with 
bis  character  ;  fo  that,  after  confidering  in  what  oblique  man¬ 
ner  to  explain  himfelf,  he  .found  no  better  way  than  to  afk  the 
Frenchman,  if  he  had  taken  his  chocolate  yet  ?  A  uftud  tornado  fa 
chocolate  ?  My  chocolate^  anfwered  the  Parifian  ;  how  the  devil 
mujl  I  pay  for  it  P  I  live  upon  alms,  and  wait  till  the  foup  is  rea¬ 
dy  at  the  Francifean  convent. — You  have  not  had  it  then  P  fays  the 
Cadiliaii.  No,  replied  the  Parifian,  but  now  As  the  time,  and  lam 
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goins^  thither.  Pray,  Jhevj  me  the  way,  faid  the  vain.glorious  Spt.  ‘  I 
niard,  and  you  will  fee  what  an  example  of  humility  Don’ Antonio  ■ 
Perez  de  Valiabro  de  Kedia  de  Montalvo,  &c.  will  ^ive  pojierity.  ■ 
And  who  are  all  thofe  people  you  have  named  P  alkcd  the  French  ■ 
man.  It  is  I  alone,  anfwered  the  Cadilian.  If  it  be  fo,  replied  ■ 
the  Frenchman,  call  it  rather  an  example  of  neceffity  and  good  ap^,  ■ 
petite. — Adieu.  I

The  following  little  hiftoiy  is  related  by  an  ingenious  and  polite  I 
foreign  author,  who  alferts  the  truth  of  it,  and  that  the  parties  I 
arc  Itiil  living  in  France.  a 

IN  a  great  fca-pdrt,'  in' one  of  the  moft  didant  provinces  of  that 
kingdom,  there  lived  a  merchant,-  who  had  carried  on  trade 
with  equal  honour  and  prof|7erity,  till  he  was  turned  of  fifty  years 
of  age  ;  and  then,  by  a  fud den  ferics  of  unexpected  and  unavoid*  * 
able  lolfes,  found  himfelf  unable  to  comply  with  his  engagements;

and  the  miferies  of  prifon  will  feem  light  in  procuring  the  liber¬ 
ty  of  a  parent,  to  confole  the  forrowsof  tl\e  didraeded  and  dejeef^ 
id  family  that  1  have  left  behind  me.  Thus,  Sir,  -you  will  fatif^ 
iV  your  vengeance,  without  fcaling  their  irretrievable  ruin.^'  And 
there  his  tears  and  fighs  dopped  his  utterance. 

His  father’s  creditor  beheld  him  upon  his  knees,  in  this  condi¬ 
tion,  for  a  full  quarter  of  an  hour.  He  then  dernly  bid  him  rife,  . 
and  fii  down,  >Yliich  he  obeyed.  The  gentleman  then  walked 
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from  one  cf>rner  of  tli«  room  to  the  other,  in  great  agitation  of 
iniiul,  for  about  the  laitie  fpace  of  time.  At  length,  throwing' 
lih  arms  about  the  young  man’s  neck,  **  I  find,”  faid  he,  th^rc* 

19  yet  fomething  morb  valuable  than  money  ;  I  have  an  only 
(laughter,  for  n-hofe  fate  I  have  the  utmoft  anxiety.  1  am  re- 
foived  to  hx  it.  In  marrying  you  flie  mull  be  happy.  Go,  car¬ 
ry  your  failier’s  tlifcharge,  alk  his  confent,  bring  him  inflantly  hi- 
liuri*,  and  let  us  bury,  in  the  joy  of  this  alliance,  all  remembrance 
nf  vNhar  has  tormeily  happened.” — Thus  the  generous  gratitude 
ol*  I  be  f)n  relieved  the  calamity  of  the  worthy  father.  The  man 
wlio  had  coididercd  wealth  and  happinefs  as  fytionymous  teimis, 
\v.:s  freed  from  that  error  ;  and  Providenj^e  vindicated  the-  man¬ 
ner  of  iis  proceeding,  by  thus  bringing  light  oot  of  darknefs^  ai^d, 
through  a  fhort  feene  of  mifery,  rewarded  a  virtuous  family  with  ‘ 
Jading  |)eace,  in  the  enjoyment  of  that  pjrofperity  which  they  fo

.  ill  tiie  war  of  yefierday,  from  which  their  fwords  dill  reck  with 
hollUe  bloody-  their  guns  not  cooled  from  fire,  their  wounds  (carcc 
healed;  did  not  tliele  Scots  diRinguilh  themlelves  by  repeated 
aOls  of  refolutioii  and  bravery  ?  '1  hey  .combated  every  clime, 
fought  gallantly  in ^very  quarter  of  the'globe,  carried  conqueft 
ahmg  with  them,  and  victory  fat  triumphant  on  their  banners. 
Theie  are  recent  fads,  for  the  truth  of  which  1  need  only  appeal 
to  lord  Chatham,  who,  in  the  Briiifii  fenate-lioufe,  thundered  a* 
loud  their  pruifes  with  his  ufual  energetic  eloquence.  |aniiis  him. 
felf  is  well>icquainted  with,  and  even  convinced  of  the  jiiftnefs  of 
my  aflertion  ;  but,  being  an  irreconcileahle  enemy  to  caiidour,  has 
not  honedy  enough  to  own  them. 

.  With  refpeeft  to  the  two  attein|>is  made  for  the  rcRoraiion  of

Veteran  Scot# 

Ancknt 
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IT  has  been  an  aimed  univcrfally  received  notion  for  ibnte  tliM^ 
fand  of  years,  that  the  world  inerraiira  in  vke  in  proportion  sa  it 
iiicreafes  in  age.  1  his  opinion  is  ^dfible  nnong  the  Romans  in 
their  very  language,  which  has  an  idiom  implying  the  degene* 
racy.  Fir  antiquuj,  a  man  of  antiquity,  is  fifed  by  them  to  figiufy 
a  man  of  probity.  Whetherthisfcntiment.be  well  groynded, 
will  appear  from  an  examination  of  the 'modem  with  andent 
c  haracters  of  men  who  ftill  live  in  the  hiftorian^s  page.  Jf  it  be 
jiid,  it  is  enough  to  frighten  a  man  of  common  fortitude,  newe 
mull  in  a  courfe  of  years  degenerate  into  vdry  devils.  But  w« 
hope  to  prove,  by  way  of  coufolation,  that  there  is  only  I'fhudoa^ 
tion  of  virtues  and  vices;  and  that  one  virtue  and  one  vice  empek 
and  fucceeds  another. 

This  inquiry  has  a  near  connexion  with  the  quedion.  How  fat 
knowledge  contributes  to  bappinefs?  and  is  partly  reducible  to  it» 
A  curfory  glance  on  the  ancient  manners,  in  order  in  compere 
them  with  our  own,  will  redeCl  a  light  on  both  thefe  queries. 

We  cannot  better  diretd  our  remarks,  than  to  the  MRkms  of 
thegreated  and  rood  abfblute  men  of  former  times,  fbeh  ns,*  by 
their  da  lions  in  life,  were  enabled  to  follow  the  full  bent  of  tbetr 
inclinations.  If  we  do  this,  how  much  will  the  ancients  (iifier 
IVom  a  nice  infpe«dion  into  the  lives  and  morals  of  many  of  their 
kings  and  emperors !  Had  the  monarchs  of  old  Rome  (the  greateft 
city  and  feat  of  empire  of  antiquity)  combined  to  dil^ace  the  age 
they  lived  in,  they  could  not  well  have  more  completely  acedm# 
pliflied  their  purpofe  than  they  have  done.  The  htdotiei  of  inoft 
of  them  contain  fiich  extravagant  examples  of  tyranny, 
lav%lefs  lud,  injudice,  and  every  vice  that  has  deferved  a  name,  as 
would  hardly  be  credited  by  one  not  verfed'in  the  amsals  of  that 
country.  Subjedts  (laugbtered  for  dif erdon  and  envy,'  rapes  and 
(hamelefs  abominations,  violations  of  every  law  of  man  aiid  bl^ 
inanity,  gluttony  and  every  excels,  (ignalize  the  reigns  of  tbefe 
inonders  enthroned.  The  names  of  Nero,  Caligula,  Docnitiafi, 
Vitellius,  Heliogabalus,  and  (bme  others  that  could  be  fiogled 
out,  will  judify  our  cenfures,  and  acquit  us  of  the  ckarae  of  ce* 
himny.  To  particularize  their  flagitious  adHona  would  be  umie^ 
ceflarily  to  invade  the  province  of  hidory,  as  few  are  lb  iguoraiit 
of  the  Roman  records  as  to  need  it,  though  many  will  not  rdy 
on  their  own  judgments,  but  eontent  theulfelyea'vHth  t^iasatts 
ready  made  for  their  ufe.  We  have,  it  muft  be  allowed^  modem 
examples  of  bad  priucct^  who  brought  dtlhonotir  on  royalty ;  hot 
I  much  quedk>n  if*  the  mierval  of  time  from  Tiberuu,  down  to 
the  Thirty  Tyrants,  can  be  matched  in  any  fnectedisg  ego,  for 
infamous  Itv^s  and^adlions  of  prince^  by  the  accounts  we  have  of 
them  in  Snetonius,  Tacitus,  and  Ibmc  other  hillonani. 

As  to  the  vices  of  that  age  among  private  perfons,  we  may  eafi* 
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ly  conceive  to  how  great  a  pitch  they  had  arrived,  from  the^ ac* 
counts  of  proiligacy  too'glaringlv  painretl  by  the  honed  indigiu* 
ti6n  of  |uvenal  and  foine  palfages  of  Periiiis,  to  liave  feen  the 
light,  in  them  we  find  fnch  enormities  of  the  times  expofed  as 
geniufesin  vice  might  lK>adof^;  fnch  as  wouhl  have  (ignalized  this 
or  any  other  age  of  the  world,  l.et  the  innocent  reader  rack  his 
invention,  and  his  conceptions  will  conic  (hort  o!  the  originals, 

'I'he  private  hiflorv  of  I’ctronins,  that  pure  writer  of  impurity, 
(as  he  has  been  ingeniouflv  and  ])roj)C*rly  lliled)  gives  a  line  ojrpor* 
tunity  of  gucHing  at  the  fpirir  of  the  time  in  which  he  lived 
under  the  aufpices  of  Nero.  Let  him  that  has  mil  led  up  an  opi* 
iiion  of  the  extraordinary  jniriiy  and  innocence  of  antiipiiiy,  ton- 
fiilt  this  and  the  above  quoted  authors,  and  he  will  not  Hand 
aghad  at  any  accounts  he  reads  c*f  our  own  Englilh  metropolis. 

Luxury  is  the  great  bads  of  moll  moilcrn  vices.  Gluttony  W'as 
much  indulged  at  Home,  as  well  as  now,  "I  h.cir  mod  )>olid)ed 
authors  talk  of,  and  deferibe  good  eating  and  drinking,  with  fuch 
a  gout  as  to  make  a  hiin^Ty  reader’s  month  water,  '^riieir^lam-' 
press  and  other  rlmice  liih,  their  rare  and  far* fetched  lowl^,  their 
lances  and  pickles,  are  known  to  every  one  acquainted  with  their 
writings.  W^iih  w’hat  .i'alisfacVion  does  the  younger  i^liny  garnilh 
a  table  in  his  epidles  ! 

'^fo  talk  of  Roman  elegance  In  clrefs  might  caufe  a  modern  beim 
to  fmilc;  hut  rh<“y  had  tiieir  ornaments  of  gold,  and  diver,  and 
jewels,  ami  even  their  peac ock-feaiber  fuits,  us  well  as  we.  The 
ventus  TcMilif,  the  lined  nehy.lay  (linen  fo  fine  as  to  acquire  thole 
names)  may  rival  our  hoaded  lawns. 

Frauds  were  not  unknown.  I'he  art  of  making  their  limbs  • 
look  fore,  by  application  of  a  corroding  herb,  to  extort  compadioni 

'vas  tifed  by  beggars - a  trick  c'Xvquifite  and  refined  !  The  delu« 

live  wiles  of  the  prieds  ami  ininiders  of  their  gods  are  well  ex» 
pofed  in  the  temporizing  and  crafty  bnmonr  of  Trypha*na,  at  the 
temple  of  Priapns,  on  occafion  of  the  death  of  the  f ex  red  goof e. 
Cheats  aiul  thieves  were  known  among  them  as  well  as  now, 
JVifoning  ind  drat.igcms  to  procure  cd.ites  were  not  rare.  Adul-. 
tery  had  its  examples  in  plenty:  that  piece  of  politenefs  was  not 
left  for  modern  invention.  Villainy  in  fervants  was  fo  frequent, 
that  /ir/r,  the  old  word  ufed  to  didinguifli  that  clafs,  was,  ‘after¬ 
wards  redricted  to  lignify  c  thicj  ;  a  tranfition  rcfembling  that  of 
niir  Engliil^vord  k^iavCy  whidi  tv\o  hundred  years  ap^o  meant  a 
fervaut.  Iris  tiren>i;ie  to  rerq)iiulate  every  particular;  that 
vvere  plunge  into  an  ocean.  'J'hcre  is  no  name  for  any  vice  in 
our  language  which  cannot  be  expreded  by  a  Roman  word;  and 
no  vice  which  is  liot  often  mentioned  by  their  authors.  I  mean 

e  worfe  than  in  our  age  ;  but  only  that 
great  degeneracy  w  a  chimaera.  If  thev  talk  not  of  telefcopes, elec- 
tricity,  and  gunpowder,  they  rival  us  in  moral  inventions.  •  '

Xut  entirely  to  reft  otir  authorities  on  the  Romans,  we  have  no 
reaioii  to  adore  the  Greeks  f6r  their  extraordinary  purity.  Al^d 
i?i  111  was  not  regarded  by  them  with  Co  much  aflonifhment  and 
(!i(in:iy  as  a  wild  bull,  or  a  two-headed  roonller.  Such  beings  are 
ineiuioiied  as  very  eoininon  things.  Diogenes,  the  cynic,  ufed  a 
1  iiuhorn  to  find,  what  he  could  not  by  day-light,  an  honed  man; 
;i:id  that  the  greater  part  of  men  were  bad,  was  the  opinion  of 
IVivs.  From  the  account  of  ihefe  venerable  grej -beards,  one 
i.r.fdit  conclude  their  contcinjioraries  to  have  been  worfc  than 
(i.ii  own  :  we  will  pay  them  the  negative  compliment  of  being 
nor  much  better.  There  arc  not  fuch  good  private  memoirs  of 
(li'.roldte  perfons  to  be  found  among  their  writings,  as  the  Romans 
li.ive  left  us,  to  difgrace  their  times.  The  biographical  incidents 
r  fpeoting  this  nation  are  confined  chiefly  to  virtuous  men.  Some 
li.oi  c  haracters  are  tranfinitted  dovvn  to  us,  but  they  are  fuch  as 
are  Iiiierwoven  \viih  general  hiftory.  In  other  words,  they  have 
not  a  Juvenal  or  a  Perfius,  a  Petronius  or  a  Horace,  to  expofe 
iln  ir  vices;  and  Menander  is  loll.  The  principal  fatire  againd 
ihein  is  found  in  Ariftophanes,  who,  it  may  be  fuppofed,  drew  his 
j)ii:iures  from  real  life.  What  abominable  dqff  has  this  writer 
c.illed  by  the  name  oC  comedies  /  Such  an  author  would  be  filen* 

( '  '1  now,  as  a  fubjec^  of  abhorrence.  In  fliort,  Turkey  is  the  ftair 
of  ancient  Greece. 

One  of  the’  bed  qualities  the  ancients  can  boad  of,  was,  thaC 
tlicy  did  not  worry  one  another  for  religion,  and  honour  their 
Maker  by  deftroying  his  works.  Socrates  is  a  rare  exanlple  Of 
l'!cii  a  facrificc ;  and  he  would  probably  have  efcaped  the  rage  tof 
Anytus,  Melitus,  and  the  red  of  his  perfecutors,  if  he  had  darted 
his  daemon  a  little  more  prudently,  and  not  made  fb  violent  a  ftir 
about  Ibme  innocent  doctrines,  infipidly  Recorded  by  Xenophon 
in  his  Memorabilia,  and  idolized  by  Plato.  It  was,  however,  Very* 
cruel  thus  to  have  treated  an  honed  phrenzy. 

Thofe  crimes  are  to  be  deemed  mod  flagitious  which  have*  the 
greatell  tendency  to  dedroy  or  hurt  the  human  race.  On  this 
head,  there  are  (bme  heavy  charges  to  be*  alledged  againd  inti* 
quity.  War  and  ambition  are  too  much  indulged'in  our  times; 
hut  they  were  dill  more  unreafonably  attended  to  in  the  earlier 
ages.  Their  hardier  virtues  were  dicflated  to  this  cruel  purpofe, 
even  by  fome  of  their  philolophers  theinfelves.  In  purfiiit^ofit 
they  loft  all  regard  to  juftice  and  humanity;  and  dignified  their 
fteadinefs  in  this  deftrutftive  trade  by  the  comprehenfive  name  of 
"'irtue.  The  poor  vieftiros  of  their  fury  had  frequent  diufe  to 
rue  the  confequences  from  want  of  generofity  in  the  vitdors  treat¬ 
ment.— —An  extraordinary  inclination  to  fuch  violations  as  this 
will  balance  againft  numerous  virtues;  and  the  dritded  private 
conduct  among  fellow  citizens  will  not  atone  for  the  ravages  at¬ 
tending  an  invafion  of  others  podeftions.  If  foftned  and  edemi- 
tiacy  degrade  fonie  modern  charatders,  roughnels  and  ferocity  had 

^  likewife 
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like^ivUe  tbrir  faults.  They  harc  both  fheir  concomitant  We- 
inifhes;  but  cfpccially  the  latter^  which  didingnilh  brutes  from  * 
men. 

Two  other  accufations  fhall  be  brought  againfl  the  ancients^ 
one  of  them  unknown  to  Europe  now.  The  firft  is,  their  expoling 
thrtr  new-born  babes  to  perifli,  when  the  father  did  hot  choofe 
to  educate  them.  This  is  fo  cruel  a  violation  of  the  law  of  nat  ture^ 
that  one  would  imagine  none  but  favages  could  be  guilty  of,  and 
ihofc  of  the  mod  barbarons  fort.  The  lad  particular  I  fhall  urge,  ' 
is,  the  manner  in  which  many  of  them  treated  thofe  fellow-crea¬ 
tures  they  were  pleafed  to  make  their  (laves,  and  their  ungener¬ 
ous  dcferiion  of  them  when  worn  out  in  their  fervice.  If  not  in 
our  country,  yet  many  who  are  the  fubjet^s  of  it  in  another  con¬ 
tinent,  I  am  well  aware,  are  not  innocent  of  this  charge;  and  I 
only  exhibit  it  as  a  proof  that  this  example  of  injuflice  is  not  of 
modem  growth,  and  that  the  ancieius  infringed  the  natural  law 
as  well  at  we.  The  charge  may  appear  trifling  in  the  opinion  of 
a  planter,  but  it  really  is  not  fo.  Without  the  additional  exerciic  < 
of  croclty  towards  thefe  (laves,  the  affunied  dominipn  over  them 
without  their  confent  is  unwarrantable.  Every  fon  of  nature, 
from  the  moment  of  his  birth,  is  entitled  to  freedom,  as  his  na- 
Itufal  inheritance.  If  his  inclination,  or  iiiiered,  fubjeift  him  to 
smother,  his  mader  has  his  concurrence  for  the  authority  be  k 
^  eded  with,  which  he  may  exercife  as  long  as  is  by  dipnlacion  a- 
greed,  hut  no  longer;  he  is  but  a  temporary  fervant,  and  can  de* 
ttiand  back  his  liberty  at  pleafure.  But  abfolute  (lavery  can  only 
be*  incurred  liy  a  delinquent,  for  the  breach  of  fome  law  of  that 
foi'iety  of  which  he  profelTes  himfelf  a  member,  and  whofe  pro- 
tecflson  he  enjoys.  This,  and  this  only,  is  law'ful  (lavery,  which  ^ 
may  yield  a  recompence  for  the  lolTcs  of  himnhat  has  been  inju- 
retL  Policy  would  prefer  the  indkfion  of  this  punifliment  to  tak¬ 
ing  away  a  life  that  may  be  of  fervice  to  the  public.  Death  Is  in- 
iolvt'ut :  old  Charon  is  the  only  gainer  by  it.  To  fend  a  man  in¬ 
to  die  other  world  for  damage  he  has  done  in  this,  is  adding  to 
the  lo(s.  Let  him  day  here  and  drain  bis  nerves  to  repair  it.

There  does  not  feem  to  have  been  any  fatisfacdory  reafon  oft 
fered  to  the  public,  why  the  fmall-pox,  by  inoculatioti^ 
proves  aimed  always  more  mild  and  Iree  from  danger,  than  when 
the  infection  is  taken  by  the  natural  way.  The  true  one  feetns, 
indeed,  to  be  hinted  at  by  the  I'ainc  authors,  but  not  properly  cx* 
plained. 

The  foundation  on  which  depends  the  difference  between 
tnral  and  artificial  fmall-pox,  feems  to  he  this,  that  to  whatevet 
fentible  part  of  the  body  the  variolous  matter  is  applied,  ft  tbert 
prvhJuiCs  a  topical  inflammation  :  that  when  the  infe<?tion  is

in  the  natural  it  in  taken  in  Tridt  the  air  In  re^Mratioo,  and 
diredly  carried  into  contact  wkh  the  longs,  irritatUig  and  pradu*' 
cing  an  inAammatkni  in  their  tender  fuhdance  $  if  the  patient  be 
of  a  (Irong  and  robud  habit,  a  peripneamMiy  k  the  conlequence, 
independent  of  the  variolous  fever.  In  many  etfesof  the  fmaiU 
pox,  related  by  authors,  we  may  obferve  peripneamonic  (ymptoota; 
;ind  we  believe,  a  fatal  confunipcion  hath,  in  fimie  cafes,  carried 
oil  the  patient. 

l^ut  when  the  difeafe  is  caufed  by  ifiocolatkm,  the  variolom 
matter  is  applied  to  an  external  part,  qiiice  free  from  danger  ; 
\et,  io  very  irritable  habits,  a  fmart  if^flammatkin  and  tdeeratioa 
:o*e  fometimes  ot)(erved  ;  whilfl,  in  others,  that  part  (hall  fcaice  be 
dlfcoloured.  .  The  efl^dls  of  this  pra<51ice  is  (b  bene&ciaJ,  that  not 
one  out  of  fome  hundreds  die,  and  perhaps  out  of  one  hundred 
patients,  not  above  five  of  them  fhall  have  more  than  fifty  pn* 
Ihiles  each.  The  inf'e<51ion  by  inoculation  rarely  produces  any  o* 
tiier  difeafes  befides  the  true  variolous  fever ;  whereas,  by  the  na- 
^  Tiital  way,  an  inflammatory  one,  from  a  real  peripniiemony,  frems 
often  to  be  fuper>added. 

In  the  natural  fmall-pox,  great  danger  often  accrues  from  a 
violent  affeedion  of  the  membraua  SchQcideiia0a,or  Dlembranes i n« 
veiling  the  nodrils,  mouth,  fauces,  and  all  the  parts  down  to  the. 
liing^  and  (lemach.  The  inflammation  and  sunihrr  of  puilal<»i 
adVeting  this  part,  are  fometimes  fb  great,  at  to  dap  up  the  pail 
fage  in  the  noflrils  and  throat,  if  great  care  be  not  taken,  render*^ 
ing  refpiration  and  deglutition  extremely  difficult,  ibfnetimes  iuv 
puilible.  It  has  even  ended  in  a  fatal  mortification  of  thefr  paring 
as  has  been  related  by  HodVnan.  Hence  appears  the  ablitrdity  of 
the  Chinefr  manner  of  inociilattng  ;  but  thefr  iyuaptoMS*  feldoza 
happen  from  the  common  . methods  of  inocitlatioi]. 

it  has  been  generally  thought,  that  the  danger  is  altogotker  ob^ 
viated,  by  abdincnce  from  animal  food,  andfrroog  fersnented  lU 
quors ;  by  living,  for  fbine  time  before  inoculation,  upon  vege- 
;  tables,  and  by  cleanfing  the  body  with  purges,  ef^cially  of  the 
L  mercurial  kind.  The  two  fird  are  always  to  be  rosined.  Prepa¬ 
ratory  purges  are  Itkewlfe  advifrable,  but  mercurials  are  fioe  more 
efficacious  (except,  perhaps,  in  cafes  of  worms),  and  not  always  fb 
fafe  as  the  milder  ones  ;  as  to  the  nodrums  which  fome  pretend 
to  give,  Ji  vtdt  pofulus  decipi  decipiaturA

Jf, 'therefore,  there  were  an  evident  ap-*  | 
pearance  of  private  ill  and  mifery,  necclfarily  attending  the  prac-  | 
ticc  of  locial  virtue,  it  could  not  be  in  reafon  exprCted,  that  fuch 
a  being  as  man  would  ever  aC^  for  the  good  of  others,  or  regard* 
public  happinefs,  to  the  leifening  or  impairing  his  own.  Or,  in*-  ^ 
deed,  fuppoling  the  praCHce  of  virtue  not  productive  of  real-priy 
vate  evil,  yet  if  there  were  no  apparent  good,  no  real  or  imagina¬ 
ry  benefit  or  enjoyment,  accruing  to  one’s  felf  from  it,- there  wouldT 
be  little  hopes,  that  any  one  would  concern  himfelf  for  the  good* 
of  others.  We  fee  it  too  often,  that  when  an  apparent  good,f 
though  founded  on  a  falfe  miftaken  opinion,  offers,  we  piirfue  it, 
though  it  be  productive  of  mifery  to  our  fellow-creatures.  And  if 
the  real  good  of  every  man  conlifted  in  doing  mifehief  to  others..  | 
it  is  much  to  be  feared,  that  men  would  he  far  more  iniferable  aiic^ 
unhappy  than  they  are  at  prefent,  notvvithftanding  tlie  complaints 
that  are  fo  frecjuenlly  made.  F  rom  whence  necelfarily  fbllowr 
what  is  ohferved  .above,  that,  in  order  to  feciire  a  moderate  (hare  ' 
of  liappinefs  to  the  human  Ipecies,  it  was  ohfoluiely  neceftary 
that  things  ihould  be  lo  conliituied'  that  virtue  ftiould  be  its  ow'it 
reward.  *  *  '  *  * 

The  principal  .argument  for  the  truth  of  this,  a])pcars  plainly  I 
to  he  founded  on  the  moral  perfections  of  the  Deity.  He  is  a  be-" /I 
ing  perfect  in  himfelf,  and  therefore  incapable  of  receiving  any  j 
addition  ;  and,  as  a  wife  and  good  being,  be  wills  the  happinefs  of 
his  crcainres.  This  cannot  he  any  way  fe cured  to  mankind;  bat?'*' 
bv  conftiiuting  things  in  fuch  a  manner  as  that  virtue  fliall  reward 
iifelf.  If  this  is  the  nature  of  things,  it  is  the  moft  forcible  argu«w

♦  consHflion  in  a  court  oi’  jufticc,''  iii 
the  feme  way  that  the  oflicerk  of  the  re¬ 
venue  are  'permitted  to  make  frizurcs  of 
goods,  the  legality  of  which  feizurcs  may 
he  afterwards  tried  at  law.  But  there 
is  not  the  lealf  fonndaiion  in  thellatute 
tor  this  hy}>othclis.
